WAGES AND RExNT 


The biggest industrial problem just 
now is the problem of persuading 
workers to accept wage reductions. 
It is taken as a m atter of course, 
by employers and by most of the 
disinterested students of the situa­ 
tion that there can be no establish­ 
ment of prices on a low level and no 
return of industry to normal pros­ 
perity until wages are scaled down 
considerably below their war level. 
The chief obstacle in the way of low 
Cr wages, says Secretary of Labor 
Davis, is high rents. 
There have been no rent reduc­ 
tions to speak 
of. 
The 
tendency 
seems to be still upward, or at best, 
stationary at high levels. A recent 
survey shows an average over the 
rents of 1913 of 38 per cent in New 
I York, 49 per cent in Chicago, 80 per 
cent in Cleveland and 108 per cent 
in Detroit. In general the rents run 
anywhere from 50 to IOO per cent or 
more above the pre-w-ar level. 
It may have been all right, while 
prices and wages were at their peaks, 
•veraging about twice as high .'.s 
before the war, for rents to hold the 
same level. But with prices fulling, 
and tremendous 
pressure 
brought 
on wages to follow them, taking the 
nation over, rents must do likewise, 
if justice is to be done and prosper­ 
ity revived. Landlords cannot hope, 
alone, to hold out for war profits at 
the expense of other classes. W hat­ 
ever is to be the new level of prices 
and 
wages, 
w hether 
50 per cent 
above the pre-war level, or less, rents 
should find the same level. 
The injustice of present rent stan­ 
dards to workingmen is apparent, ex­ 
cept in cities like New York, where
